WHAT ABOUT WOMEN? 


The city has done the right thing in 
securing the old immigration hall to be 
used as relief headquarters, and the Minis- 
ter of Immigration deserves thanks for 
having put the building promptly at the 
disposal of the civic authorities, at the 
cost of some inconvenience to the depart- 
ment. No person should be allowed to go 
hungry or bedless in Edmonton, or with- 
out shelter from the cold. 

Provision is thus peing made for men 
who may find themselves in desperate cir- 
cumstances. What about women who 
have no homes and are unable to find em- 
ployment? They, too, must be saved 
from destitution. The problem of provid- 
ing for them is in some respects more 
difficult, but it must be faced and solved, 
and this should be done without delay. 
Here is an opportunity for women's or- 
ganizations to give the city authorities 
help which cannot be so effectively given 
from any other quarter. 


THE REAL PROBLEM 


While no official announcement has 
been made, Ottawa despatches say that 
the prairie Premiers have not gone there 
so much to get help for the western farm- 
ers as to get help for themselves. The 
?remiers, it is stated, want the Dominion 

» avsume or to share the responsibility 
h'ch the provinces shouldered in guaran- 
e'nz the operations of the Wheat Pool. 

A good case can be made out that the 

leral Government should take on a 
hore of this load, if not all of it, and it is 
juite in order that the case should be pre- 
sented. But the question of who is to pay 
for the unlucky outcome of the Wheat 
Pool’s operations is not the major prob- 
lem that confronts western agriculture, 
nor the one which should get first consid- 
eration from provincial and federal au- 
thorities. 

It is more important to set the west- 
ern farmer on his feet, or enable him to 
get on his feet, than it is to extricate the 
provincial governments from the diffi- 
culty into which they fell by guaranteeing 
the losses of the Wheat Pool. If the farm- 
er is helped into more prosperous ways, 
the losses of the pool can be paid out of 
future profits. But unless a basic change 
is made in the conditions and prospects 
of western agriculture the pool may not 
have the profits out of which to pay the 
losses.

The steamer will call at ports in Cuba, 
Trinidad, Brazil, Uruguay, the Argentine 
and Bermuda, From Buenos Aires the ex- 
cursionists may make a side trip across 
the continent to Valparaiso, Chile, on the 
trans-Andean railway. Their visit to the 
Argentine capital will be timed to enable 
them to attend the British Empire Fair, 
which is to be opened by the Prince of 
Wales. 

While those will be welcomed who go 
only for the pleasure of the cruise, the ob- 
ject is to cultivate larger trade relations 
with the peoples of the southern continent, 
and it is expected that a large number of 
Canadians who are interested in export 
and import trade will make the trip. 

South America is about twice the size 
of the Dominion, Our commercial inter- 
ests there are already large and have 
been growing very rapidly. Canadian ex- 
ports to Argentina, Brazil, Ch'le, Cuba 
and Uruguay last year amounted to $30,- 
000,000, while our imports from the same 
countries totalled $16,000,000. 

That there is an indefinitely large op- 
portunity for the increase of trade in these 
quarters is shown by the fact that Argen- 
tina alone imports $900,000,000 worth of 
goods per year, The countries in South 
Amer'ca are engaged mainly in the pro- 
duction of farm products and raw ina- 
terials, making them particularly promis- 
ing fields for the sale of manufactured 
goods. The proposed tour should help to 


strengthen the position of Canadian man- 
ufacturers among the buyers of that con- 
tinent, with resultant benefits to indus- 
trial and all other 
minion,

THE SPREAD IS TOO WIDE 


Figures which have been compiled by 
a service organization show that from 
August 1929 to September 1930 the price 
level of field grains in Canada declined 
45 per cent, 

Had there been a corresponding drop 
in the prices of other commodities, or had 
the Canadian farmers not been so exten 
sively engaged in grain growing, this 
subsidence of grain prices would have 
reacted with proportionately less severity 
upon the farmer, and therefore upon the 
community. 

But the prices of other things have 
not gone down in keeping with the 
farmer’s reduced buying power. Hence 
he has been obliged to curtail his buying. 
And because he cut down on his pur- 
chases, thousands who depended for work 
and wages upon his continued buying 
have also lost their buying power or have 
had it reduced. 

That, basically, is what is wrong with 
conditions in Canada, ‘This being pre- 
dominantly an agricultural country and 
grain growing the big branch of pre- 
sent day farming, the slump in grain 
prices dislocated general business all the 
way from the retail shop to the manu- 
facturing establ/shment. 

Obviously, what is needed go restore 
the balance of things is that the farmer's 
buying power be increased or that the 
price level of non farm-produced com- 
modities be brought within reach of his 
present buying-power. Undoubtedly there 


will be movements in both directions, 
until normal relations are once again 
established. 


While the spread between grain prices 
and other commodity prices is wide, and 
has been widening for more than a year, 
that fact does not invite desnair nor 
would it be helped by any tendency to- 
ward panic. What it does sugest is that 
governments and business men in all 
parts of Canada should study the situation 
from that standpoint, and shape their 
policies to help bring about the needed 
readjustment.

His guess of what will occur js that there 
will be some modification of the Young plan 
which will reduce the payments to England 
and France to a point where these nations 
will only receive a sufficient amount to allow 
them to make their payments to New York, 
but that beyond that point there will be no 
letup for Germany

It is estimated that there are in the United States 
and Canada over five thousand people who are over 


one hundred years old, I quote this to let you know 
tat it is possible that many of those who are reading 
this article may Live to reach or pass the century

One noticeable thing about those who have reach- 
ed ninety or a hundred years is that they are mostly 
all thin people. Occasionally, it is possible for 
stout person to reach the three score and ten mark, 
but it is doubtful if any have ever reached five score 
years. Another noticeable fact is that moar all of 
the men who remain act.ve in important business 
at an edvanced age are the thin, wiry type, such as 
Henry Ford, John D, Rockefeller, and Andrew Mel- 
lon.

She was Diane de Poitiers, Duchess de Valentinois, 
She was twelve years older than the king, but re- 
mained beautiful far past her youth. Henry never 
wavered in his constancy to her throughout her life. 

It was Diane who influenced Henry to take the 
life of Kubert Bourre, the poor tailor of Parts. 

Henry's wife, that Catherine d’Medici whose 
cruelty was to write 1s own chapter in French his- 
tory, was not crowned queen until two years after 
Henry's accession. Great entertainmen's accompanied 
the event-—-tournaments, sham sea-fights games, 
feas‘ing During the preparation for the festivities, 
the Duchess de Valentinois thought to amuse Henry 
by teasing Bourre, who had come to the palace to 
stitch together some hangings, «bout his religion. He 
Was suspected of being a Reformer. 

Now Hvbert Bourre knew his Bible well—much 
bet’er than Henry did hs. He soon had the king 
hopelessly entangled; so much so that he had to call 
the Bishop of Macon to his aid. 

Unfortunately, the Duchess took a hand in the 


discussion. Cons'dering her relationship to the king, 
this was too much for Bourre. He turned on her 
angrily. 


“How dare you, woman, intrude into the discus- 
sion of holy things?” he demanded. 

Diane flamed, Nothing would do but that Henry 
should cast the poor inan into prison immediately. He 
yielded, weakly. 

Bourre was found guilty of heresy. With three 
others he was burned alive in front of the iscopal 
palace on the last day of the coronation festivities 

Execi'tion of non-believers was indeed just then 
@ sport. The king and court heard mass, dined with 
the bishop and then watched the executions from the 
windows, 

Fubert Bourre went to death with the greatest 
courage. While the slow fire crept up on him, he 
fixed his eyes on the king’s face. He kept them

Day and night it haunted him 
At night it seemed to him that an apparition of the

The unemployment situation | 
in unorganied districts lying 
outside the Municipalities to 
the North of Grimshaw, War- | 
rensville, Clear Hills, Battle | 
River districts is becoming a | 
serious problem, A letter re- 
ceived from the Clear Hills 
Community Club states that 
there are ‘Approximately 40 
men, with half that number 
married men with familles— 

who are now in serious need 
of relief. They ask that a cer- 
tain amount_of the Govern- 
ment Relief Munds be set aside 
for use in thelr district and 
that such relief money be used 
in clearing road allowances, 
neded in the district, or any 
other Government work. This 
is just one of the many re- 
quests that have been made 

rom residents and organiza- 
tions in these unorganized dis- 
tricts. 

It is generally fel that the 
Government should make 
some announcement of what 
relief measures it intends to 
take in the above mentioned 
districts.

Makes Interesting Com- 
parison of Art and 
Literature 

“The Relation Between Art 
and Literature” was the subject 
of an interesting address by 
Major F. H. Norbury at a meet- 
ing of the Canadian Authors 
Association, Edmonton branch, 
at the home of Miss Srigley 
Wednesday evening. 

The speaker explained that 
the relationship between art and 
literature was very close, in that 
they were two means of evpress- 
ing the same thing.

The speaker went on 
to make a number of interesting 
comparisons, showing by what 
methods writers and artists had 
succeeded in conveying their 
message, and how each makes its 
peculiar appeal.

in attendance, Some indication 
of the uneasy feeling that war 
lurks somewhere in the dis- 
tance was given by the intense 
interest shown throughout, with | 
each meeting crowded, and the 
mid-day luncheon largely at- | 
tended. 

Straight facts gleaned from 
the international press, facts 
from the scientific and chemical | 
world proved far more potent in 
their effect than any flow of 
idealistic oratory, such as might 
| have been expected, but which 
failed to make an entrance. In 
the morning, Mrs. R. B. Gunn of 
|New Lindsay and a number of 
local women had given a survey 
;of conditions as they appeared 
| to women the world, over, and 
told of the steps being taken in 
attempt to avert future wars. 

Only at the afternoon session, 
when the church was the sub- 
ject of discussion, did the 
| Serenity of the convention break 
jin any measure.

| Siderable criticism because of 
| the attitude of the church in
